don should be aUnckiV, tht* renieiiies arc Dimple, oasliy nppUed, and 
not expensive. In case of heavy invasions complete aucccs1! In combat- 
ing thorn Is not to he expected. 


Thp plant diseases thaf can no fought off arc all 
duo to some 


fungiw or oth'cr. Jntjocla tlestioy plants by cutlng thom 
The begin- 


ner should have it clpaily In mind that destructive gnirten infiect^ fall 
roughly into t\v6 clahnoi—thosn that fpf*rt on the plnnt by chewing it 
tip and swallowing it, and thnao mat. uuck. the scip by tapping it \vitu 
thoh* beaks. 


In general fungus Is kept off plants byo spraying the loaves with 


poisonous mixtures, the he*t known and widely used of which is called 
Bordeaux mixture. 
Pulverized sulphur dusted on plants Is used to 


control mildew . 


Chewing Insects, such aa potato bugs, cabbage worms, cut worms, 


and others,, can ho killed by spiayiug poison on the plantH or mixing 
It with bait uhlch the Inaocts will cat. 


Sucking insects—squash bugs and melon lice ate in this class— 


cannot be poisoned, so they are IctHed by poisonous spiay mixtures 
coming in contact with lliolr bodies. Tho next bulletin will toll haw 
to mix some of theac apiaya.
